All the ministers were placed under 
arrest, A government has been form- 
ed by all the opposition parties, with 
the exception of the communists. The 
movement is supported by the prov- 
incial garrisons. 

Order prevails in the capital and 
throughout the country. 

The Bulgarian peasant government, 
headed by Alexander Stamboulisky, 
as premier, was first formed in Oc- 
tober, 1919, and has continued in of- 
fice sirfce that time, with some 
changes in the cabinet personnel.

across the river constitutes Detroit's mest in, their efforts to prepare for the com-/ eastern France arose the Maid of 


Orleans. Neither the capital nor the 
nobility, nor the church at first, gave 
her any support. Yet soon her ex- 
ample and her spirit brought unity 
to a disunited and leaderless land, 
It made those who had seemed most 
hopeless, and those who had most 
cause to be hopeless, believe that the 
Lord would yet have mercy on France. 
She galvanized the drooping dynasty 
into new life and gave it a new in- 
spiration. She made a soldier and 
a statesman for the time of the indo- 
lent, selfish, disillusioned dauphin. 
She shamed those who thought that 
France must inevitably break into a 
dozen pieces and that it was too late 
to save the country. She showed 
the world how the English could be 
made to withdraw and how France 
could be freed and re-established. 


Reaction Follows. 


Even when reaction followed the 
reign of miracles, when the fate of 
war turned against her, and when she 
paid the penalty, her spirit still pre- 
vailed. - Though dead, she commanded 
the soul of her people. Each fatal 
triumph of the English and of the 
church only brought nearer the in- 
evitable end. In that handful of 
gray ashes, whether blown about in 
the market square of Rouen or scat- 
tered on the waters of the Seine, lived 
the fires of her patriotism and her 
faith. And hers was no temporary, 
no fading victory. She remains the 
most popular and the most touching 
figure, not merely in French, but in 
all history. 

The supreme lesson she taught us 
is that those who think that beeause 
they have power they can use it as 
they will and who, so thinking, drive 
i people to despair, must inevitably 
pay the full price of their ill-doing. 
Whether autocrats or democrats, for- 
eigners or oppressors akin to those 
whom they oppress, they must reap 
as they have sown. 

At Edge of Steep Slope. ° 


At present it may look as if the 
last thing in the world that could bhap- 
pen in Germany would be the rising 
of some Jeanne D’Arc, man or wom- 
an, to inspire the German kin. Up 
till now I fully admit that nothing 
has been done in the Ruhr in the 
way of oppression comparable to the 
oppression which produced the Maid 
of Orleans. But France is standing 
nt the edge of a steep slope and seems 
determined not to draw back from the 
path that leads to the precicipe. It 
is because there is yet time for her 
to count the cost and save herself 
that I ask hee to call to mind her 
greatest patriot and not to press on in 
a hopeless task till there springs up, 
even in a soil so unlikely, some sol- 
dier saint who will turn despair td 
devotion; misery to hope. 


Already France’s action. in the 
Ruhr has made Germany a _ united 
people. The only institution in the 
country which is not taking or pur- 
posing hostile action towards Franca 
is the government, and their acquies< 
cence is based on fear and weakness 
and the policy of despair, not on con- 
viction. They recognize too fully the 
physical power of France to have any 
hope. “hey have not imagination 
enough to realize the irresistible force 
of a people who have lost the hope of 
better times. Men who become the 
voluntary votaries of Death and long 
to enlist under his grim banner are 
not easily crushed. They are, in 
truth, a dread menace to their own 
people, to us, and to the world at 
large, as well as to France, and theig

Nation of Fanatics. 

Unimaginable though it may seen 
at the moment, it is quite possible 
that on a sudden impulse some zealot 
of the Rhineland or of the Ruhr may 
arise to make a Dauphin out of the 
Crown Prince, a uation of fanaties 
out of the dull peasants of the West- 
phalian fields. In a flash the old 
autocracy, the old official oligarchy, 
the old militarism, the brutalized noe 
bility, the materialized industrials, the 
regimented toilers of farm and city 
may awake to a new life and a new 
ambition. 

Does France want that? Does 
France call that security? Does 
France think that 4@vill stabilize her 
power over Europe? The English’ 
five centuries ago thoguht like that. 
They burned Joan of Are, not out of 
hatred, but out ofg their hunger for 
strength and security. Yet it was 
this very desire, this wish to enjoy, 
the fruits of victory undisturbed, 
which in the end drove them from 
F’rance and left them bereft, not only- 
of their conquests, but of their herede 
itary and lawful possessions. aoe

known as the Athletic Council of the 
High School Association of Georgia. 

This association, or council, has in 
view co-ordinating all the athletics of 
the high schools of thes state and 
getting them to function along uni- 
torm lines. 

Hleretofore the rules and regulations 
have been more or less locai in each 
town and appeals had to be made to 
the executive committee when  pro- 
tests came up. This action avoids all 
is. 

‘Lhe new rules are as follows: 
Article 1. Name. The name of this 
organization shall be, ‘Tie Athletic 
Council of the High School Associa- 
tion of Georgia.” 

Article 2. Purpose. The purpose of 
this association shall be to maintain 
purity in athletics and to teach the 
students athletic ideals and to en- 
force the laws of amateurism. 

Article 3. Students’ eligibility te 
participate. Section 1. Only bona fide 
students shall be allowed to partici- 
pate in an interseholastic contest. 
Bona fide student means one who is 
regularly enrolled, is taking four-unit 
subjects and who meets in addition 
the following requirements: 

(a) Must register during the first 
four weeks of the semester during 
which he wishes to represent his 
school in any branch of athletics. 

(b) Must be under 20 years of age 
at the time of playing any game in 
which he wishes to participate. 

(c) A student eannot play in any 
one branch of high school or second- 


ary school of athletics for more than} 


four years, 

Sectin 2. 
a member of any athletic team of his 
school during any year, and having 
been in attendance less than six 
months of the school year, shall be 
permitted to participate in any inter- 
scholastic contest thereafter, until he 
shall have been in attendance six 
calendar months. 

Section 3. No student who has par- 
ticipated in an interscholastie con- 
test 2s a member of any school 
team shall be permitted to participate 
in any interscholastie contest until 
said student has heen in attendance 
at the school to which he has migrated 
one full school year. (This rule does 
not disqualify a student whose parents 
or guardian moves to and resides in 
or near to the town or city to which 
the student has migrated, provided 
suid student upon entering the second 
institution presents a certificate from 
the superintendent of the school in 
which he was previously enrolled as 
a bona fide student). This rule pro- 
hibits proselyting, a thing that is 
deadly to the highest ideals in sport. 
Section 4. Limit of participation. 
o student who has reccived his 
diploma fr6ém any  aceredited hich 
school shall play on any team which 
is a member of the Accredited High 
School Athletic assoetation. 

Section 5. Compensation. No stu 
dent who receives any remuneration, 
tuition, board, gift or pay for his 
services shall be permitted to play on 
any team of this association. 

Secton 6. Assumed name. No atu 
dent who has ever played under an

(b). <A student to participate in 
any interscholastie contest must hea 
passing in three unit subjects and in 
deportment at the last regular re- 
port, or be dropped from the team 
for at lenst two weeks.

With the large cities all over the 
United States working in earnest 
to provide larger and more extensive 
park spaces and recreation centers, 
and with the idea which has been often 
repeated, that a city to increase in 
population must make itself a pleas- | 
unt place in which to live, #he peo- 
ple of Amerfcan cities have become 
fully alive to the gimat value of es- 
tablishing parks and playgrounds in 
order that they may be enjoyed by 
the Present generations as well as pro- 
vided for future generations that will 
reed them more and more ag the cities 
xrow In size, 

In fact with some of the southern 
cities as exceptions to the rule, efforts 
are being made in almost all the larger 
cities to greatly increase the present 
park areas, and to secure necessary 
space for playground purposes before 
the increased population and more im- 
portant commercial exigencies add so 
much to the value of the centrally 
located properties that their cost with- 
in a short time will become pyohibi- 
tive, 


Central Park Idea. 

It is this very idea that backe® of 
Central Park and other playgrounds 
in Atlanta have been seeking to im- 
press upon the people of this city. It 
is a well known fact that property 
located within a short distance of the 
center of Atlanta today may be pur- 
chased at what is termed reasonable 
rates, but these same parcels, it is be- 
lieved, will before the passage of an-

Ever since the boll weevii came up 
out of Mexico and begun cutting down 
the people have 
been experimenting on various reme- 


dies to do away with the weevil. 


The government has pat expert men 
from the agricultural department at 
the command of farm communities to 
work with them, and to co-operate 
with them, in finding a way to do 
away with the weevil, or cut his num- 
ber down to where cotton can be 
crown under boll weevil conditions, 

Many experiments have been con- 
ducted throughout the south, by un- 
dertaking to pdison the weevil. but 
the main trouble has been in get- 
ting something that the weevils will 
‘eat of their own accord. 

There is a concern in Augusta, Ga., 
which has been putting on the market 
a poison known as Hill’s Mixture. 

In an effort to get some one to 
handle their product in Dothan they 
have come here and on Monday and 
Tuesday conducted a test on the farm

The boll weevil is already stirring 
in Terrell county, in fact the greatest 
enemy of the Georgia farmer is dis- 
paying an wctivity that is as danger- 
cus to the planters as it is disquieting. 

On the farm of Messrs. Raines and 
Hollingsworth, about four miles be- 
yond Chickasawhatchee, th- cotton 
acreage was heavily infested with the 
pests. The owners were unable te 
cope with the weevils by having the 
negroes on the farm pick them: and 
the situation was indeed grave. At 
the last time picking was attempted 
upwards of twelve hundred of the cot- 


ton pests were found and there “aie 


ed to be no indication of the p 
destructive weevils diminishing. 

Messrs. Raines and Hollingsworth 
decided that a determined effort must 
be made at once to completely eradi- 
cate the cotton destroyers. At the 
suggestion of Lowrey & Davidson, 
who are local agents for Hill’s Mix- 
ture, a well-known boil weevil ex- 
terminator, about five gallons of the 
poison were taken out to the farm to 
experiment on the worst infested 
acres.

~ Wealth.

The caption of this article may sug- 
gest that it is am essay. Far be it 
from anybody to write an essay on 
agriculture in these latter days which 
demand facts rather than theories— 
facts based on the writer’s experience 
and practice supplemented with infor- 


vation. 

In this connection, I wish to say 
that I am solely responsible for the 
Statements I make, and suggesiions I 
may submit. My one object is, to do 
some good. 

A few days ago I read an article 
which enlarged upon the ever increas- 
ing benefits which increased cotton 
manufacturing plants will bring to the 
south. There is no question as to the 
value of cotton goods mills being in- 
creased in number in the very midst 
of the cotton producing section of the 
entire country, but capital wiil have 
been unprofitably invested in cotton 
mills unless cotton growers have had 
their feet taken out of the miry clay, 
set upon a rock and their “goings’— 
their abilitw to farm successfully— 
frimly established. 

It is now universally conceded, 
really the first time in the history 
of this country, that manufactures 
and agriculture are inter-dependent. 
So, also, all other business enterprises 
and agreiulture. This wise concession 
has placed us on high ground; we 
may now confidently expect success- 
fully to-go forward. 

Right along this line, I wish to 
make some suggestions and state some 
facts which can be turned to profit- 
able account by farmers who will seize 
and utilize them.

the milk—when they should be cut 
and cured. ‘The general average yield 


will be two to three tons per acre 
of extra-superior bay. Cut the vines 
G to 3 inches above ground so there 
will be an abundance of stubble 
which latter will “stool out”’—mak- 
ing a fine crop to be turned under 
uiter having been nipped by first 
frost. Add 200 pounds of a high- 
crade fertilizer, and sow oats, harrow 
in, then roll or drag level. Better 
still, drill the oats in with a Gantt 
ros. combination oat planter and 
fertilizer distributor. The Gantt 
will, open turrows 16 inches apart, 
drop fertilizer and cover, drop oats 
und cover. This will afford protee- 
tion to the roots of the oats and give 
a very fine erop. I have known 
oats, thus drilled, to withstand a 
freeze in March when the tempera- 
ture was very low. One man and 
a mule can seed four acres a day. 
Some man will exclaim: “A lot 
of fertilizer and a lot of trouble!” Noc 
at all. The fertilizer is a first-class 
investment, and the methods of proce- 
dure, in pitching the crop, absolutely 


necessary. 
Time to Cut. 

At the risk of being tiresome, I will 
again urge that it is exceedingly wun- 
Wise, therefore uneconomical, to -per~ 
mit peavines to stand until feds 
have formed, developed and turned 
vellow. At that stage, the vines are 
impossible for hay—nothing but 
stems—bare stems and pods which 
latter are bursting and waisting the 
jwas every time the vines are handled. 


‘Tf you will not cut the vines wher in 


full bloom and in prime condition for 
golden hay, turn them under. and 
trust to the peas.coming up during 
the following spring. 

If one should not find it convenient 
to buy and sow German millet with 
the cowpeas, plant Amber or LTarlr 
Orange cane seed—one and one-half 
bushels of peas and half bushel of the 
cane seed. In such case, the eane 
stalks will be coated with a sugary, 
starchy substance which — scientists 
call “vegetable wax.” The pea vines 
will be in full bloom. Cut and cure 
the crop carefully, then stack. or 
house if.

Put down 400 
pounds of 10-4 fertilizer per acre, and 
plant the beans as you plant Whip- 
poorwill or speckled peas for table of 
seed for market.

Cultivate rapidly, light- 
ly amd level; eut for forage wien 
the beans are rbout to pass out of 
the milk stage: carefully cure the 
forage, then put in barn. All farm 
stock is fond of soy bean forage when 
produced as suggested.

Before you receive this magazine, 
vou will have learned of the third 
annual meeting of the national Aroer- 
ican council, in the interest of bet- 
ter citizenship, held in our own Me- 
morial Continental hall, on May 2, 
at which time the president of the 
United States will make an address. 


When Dr. Charles R. Mann, repre-| 
isenting the war department, and Mr. | 


Svdney Morse, representing the na- 
tional American council, called at the 
office of your president general, pro- 
posing the co-operation of the Duvgb- 
ters of the American Revolution with 
the government, patriotic societies 
and many other organizations 
throughout the United tSates, our as- 
sent was one of thankfulness for the 
privelege of takimg part in this great 
movement, so seriously needed at this 
time. 


You remember one of the resolu- | 


tions adopted at our congress in April 


was to urge the study of the consti- | 


public 


tution in our normal and : 
tnfi- 


schools. Certainly we can be 
nitely more effective in our influence 
if we know the constitution thor- 
oughly ourselves. This 18 the basis 
of loyal, intelligent citizenship. 

Let us begir this work first of all 
in our own chapters. In arranging 
your programs for the coming year 
I would strongly recommend that 
vou make the study of the constitu- 
tion its keystone. Along with this 1 
would advise the study of the Decla- 
ration of Independence—that great, 
inspired document whose clarion note 
of human liberty finds a responsive 
chord in every patriot’s heart.

THABASCA in the far north is 
the scene of this story—Atha- 
basca, one of the most beautiful 
countries in the world in sum- 
mer, but a cold, bare land in win- 
ter. Yet even in winter it is not 
so bleak and bitter as the dis- 
southwest of it, for the Chinook 
winds steal through from the Pacific and 
temper the fierceness of the frozen Rockies. 
Yet forty and fifty degrees below zero is 
cold, after all, and July strawberries in this 
wild northland are hardly compensation for 
seven months of ice and snow, no matter 
bow clear and blue the sky, how sweet the 
gun during its short journey in the day. 
Some days, too, the sun may not be seen 
even when there is no storm, because of 
the fine, white, powdered frost in the air. 

A day like this is called a poudre day; 
and woe to the man who tempts it unthink- 
ingly, because the light makes the delicate 
mist of frost shine like silver. For that pow- 
der bites the skin white in short order, and 
sometimes reckless men lose ears or noses 
or hands under its sharp caress. But when 
it really storms in that far north, then 
peither man nor beast should be abroad— 
not even the Eskimo dogs;.though times 
and seasons can scarcely be chosen when 
traveling in Athabasca, for a storm comes 
unawares. Upon the plains you will see a 
cloud arising, not in the sky, 
but from the ground—a bill- 
owy surf of drifting 
then another white billow from 
the sky will sweep down and 
meet it, and you are caught be- 
tween. 

He who went to Athabasca to 
live a generation ago had to ask 
himself if the long winter, spent 
chiefly indoors, with, maybe, a 
little trading with the Indians, 
meager sport, and scant Sun, 
savages and half-breeds the only 
companions, and out of all touch 
with the outside world, letters 
coming but once a year: with 
frozen fish and meat, always the 
Same, as the staple items in a 
primitive fare; with danger from 
Starvation and marauding tribes, 
with endless monotony, in which <

But there were a lot 
of men arrested on their arrival in New 
York who had refused to buy his friend's 
products, but had got their store of liquor 
elsewhere.

have become tremendously wealthy. You 
can get to Miami overnight from the Ba- 
hamas. Very often in the rush of impor- 
tant liquor business, it is necessary to 
travel in aeroplanes.

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Where Were the Continents Fable and I ra- 
dition Tell Us Existed? Or Were 
There Really Any Such 
Places?

URIED cities and pharaohs, lost 
civilizations, “and sunken conti? 
nents have always fired the imag- 
ination of the world of men. 


From the very dawn of written 


history the mysterious disappear- 
ance of human beings and the works they 
left behind them have intrigued the minds 
of their fellow creatures. 


The thirst for knowledge and informa- 
tion, the dogged efforts of thinkers to pen- 
etrate the veil of obscurity which conceals 
the early movements of the earth and man- 
kind, have led to countless conjectures and 
deductions, and to the printing of innumer- 
able books and pamphlets setting forth the 
individual theories of those who strove to 
solve the mystery. 

Newspapers long have been quick to seize 
upon the disappearance of an individual, 
man, woman or child, and especially when 
the vanishing is attended by drastic circum- 
stances, aS a ‘‘story’’—and very often as a 
first page story, How much more dra- 
matic, then is the complete wiping out of an 
entire race and the total submergence of 
an entire land mass! 

When one thinks of sunken continents 
the first to strike the reader’s mind is At- 
lantis, that ancient isle, believed to lie 
somewhere in the Atlantic ocean. west of 
the Pillars of Hercules. And it was no less 
a personage than Plato himself who flung 
his theory before the old Athenians and 
bade them take note of it. 

Was it a bit of history this greatest of 
philosophers has preserved for posterity? 
Gr was it merely a colorful imaginative 
fillip, a sportive jest newly minted from that 
mighty brain in lightsome mood, and sent 
reverberating down the corridors of the 
centuries to baftle the minds of men? We 
dont know, And Plato from his seat 
among the gods on Olyviftpus—for surely 
he can be enshrined in no less a place— 
cannot tell us. At least, we cannot hear 
him 

Yet Atlantis is only one of Several con 
tinents which many Scientists assert once 
reared their vast areas above the oceans. 
Atlantis is the best known, but that there 
have been others is firmly believed 

But what interests us most is whether 
this sinking and rising was a matter extend- 
ing over the centuries, or whether, as Plato 
says, with regard to Atlantis, it took place

Through studies of the 
fauna and flora of those bleak spots in the 
storm tossed south Atlantic, like Tristan 
da Cunha, Inaccessible, Nightingale,Ascen- 
sion (which, oddly enough, has the status 
of a battleship in the British navy) St. 
Paul’s Rocks, the Falklands, and others, it 
may be that traces of this mighty prehis- 
toric continent will come to light. 

Recently there was a visitor in Cleveland 
from Mexico city who declared that a Brit- 
ish archeological expedition, at work among 
the ruins of ancient Mexico, not far from 
the capital, had come upon new data link- 
ing the Mayan civilization with that of old 
Egypt. If this is done the old theory of a 
vast continent that stretched clear across 
the Atlantic from Africa to the Caribbean 
very likely will be revived. 


B Sows: theory has it that there were two 

great land masses in ancient days, 
separated by the Mediterranean sea, con- 
sidered by geologists the oldest depression 
on the earth's surface.

Bailev, and for hundreds of vears men and 
women have languished there in dark ceils, 
rattled. their chains behind ‘its bars, rotted 
with jail fever, and died on the gallows tree 
within its walls. The dark crueities of 
English justice which, in the old days, was 
merciless with all who broke its penal laws, 
however voung and innocent: till then, be- 
long to forgotten hisiory, for tne most 
part, but as time is counted in bistory, it 
is not long since the judges ‘of tne Old 
Bailey condemned young giris to death for 
stealing a few ribbons or lrandkerenieils, 
and my Own grandfather saw their execu- 
tions, in. batches. 

It was in the new Old Bailey, very hand- 
somely paneled, nicely warmed, lighted 
with delicate effects of color through higa 
windows—doubtiess the clerks of the court 
thought it quite a privilege for the crimi- 
nals to be judged in such a place—that | 
saw the trial of that famous and astonishing 
little murderer, Dr. Crippen. 

It will be remembered that he was cap- 
tured. on a ship bound for Halifax, with a 
girl named Ethel Le Neve, dressed up in 
boy’s clothes, with whom he had eloped 
after killing his wife and dissecting het 
bodv for burial in his cellar. 


RirpiaroRerea looked a respectable little man, 
with weak, watery eves aitd a drooping 
moustache, so ordinary a type of middle- 
class business man in London that quite 
a number of people, including one of my 
own friends, were arrested by mistake fot 
him when the hue and cry went forth.

am 1600 A. D. to 1750 A. D, so rivid 

was the mechanical theory of inspira- 
tion that not even a grammatical blemish 
was allowed. There could be no faintest 
trace Of error in the Bible. Every histori- 
cal, sctentific or chronological statement 
IS exactly true. There must be no discrep- 
ancies, no. slightest contradiction in the 
several books While such rigid ideas of 
inspiration are being discarded today, still 
the doctrine of infallible inspiration is very 
tenacious of life and still persists in pop- 
ular thoucht. 

One of my theological teachers gave a 
modified view of verbal inspiration which 
seemed to be satisfactory to himself. by 
Stating that while the writer was left fre. 
to uSe his own words, vet there: was such 
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kind, and any doctrine of inspiration that 
imputes inerrancy and equal auhtority to 
the entire Bible cannot stand the test. We 
are moving away from such a doctrine, and 
trom the impossible task of proving such 
a doctrine.

If you have a good porcelain or enamel 
sink If you have a good collander for 
the collection of refuse in the sink, and if 
you make the practice always to drain any 
water that goes into the sink through this 
collander, then you will be able to get along 
without these devices. Some housewives 
keep at hand a little package of newspapers 
cut in convenient size—a foot Square for 
instance. It becomes an easy matter to 
wipe up refuse from the sink with one or 
two of these papers that can be dropped in 
the garbage when you have finished. 


fig less paraphernalia you need for your 
dish washing and sink work the bet- 
ter. It is always inconvenient to have a 
great number of brushes and cloths, scour- 
ing materials and soaps around the sink. 
One sort of soap ought to be sufficient for 
all kitchen work. One _ scouring agent 
ought to suffice for ordinary purposes. 
lf vou want ammonia, don’t keep a bot- 
tle of it on a ledge where it may be tipped 
over. The bottle of ammonia with the can 
of washing powder and the silver polish can 
be kept on a shelf away from the sink for 
occasions, not for every day use. 


Many women like a rubber scraper for 
greasy plates. Such a device may help, but 
it is just one thing more to keep track of: 
Try using pieces of paper that can be 
turned right into the garbage as soon as 
used, thus avoiding the extra work o. keep- 
ing the grease removed from the rubber 
scraper. 

A metal and cotton mitten for scouring 
is another device that many housewives 
like. This also is difficult to keep clean. 
Perhaps there is economy in such a device 
for the metal mesh answers the purpose of 
cleaning powder. But remember that this 
scouring. mit requires to be kept scrupu- 
lously clean, and this adds more work to 
the cleaning-up process.

Like their ancestors, who did 
not bother their heads with read- 
ing writing, but who did culti- 
vate the habit of watching out for 
danger on ‘the horizon, for see- 
ing small animals, birds and reptiles in the 
thicket and for spying berries and fruit 
in bush and tree, they are naturally bet- 
ter suited for close application. for ob- 
jects at a distance rather than for things 
right under their noses. 


So remember this when planning their 
play. Don’t give them fine handwork to 
do, and don’t attempt to divert them with 
puzzles and pictures that need scrutiny at 
very close range. If you want to develop 
observation and the powers of observa- 
tion, take them into the fields and woods. 
Teach them to spy out the different birds 
in the trees, to be able to see the rabbit 
or chipmunk scurrying along through the 
brush, to watch the flight of birds in the 
sky and to be able to spy violets and ane- 
mone, ferns and buttercups along the path. 

But remember that exposure to the 
bright sunlight is as irritating to a child 
as to an elder. See to it that their warm 
weather hats are shaded. Little girls look 
very quaint in hats of the sunbonnet or- 
der. Of course they should not tie down 
too close over the ears, but they should 
have little starched pokes over the eyes, 
and with strings of ribbons they may be 
kept securely in position. For the boy 
a wide-brimmed, light-weight straw is the 
best selection. If it is large enough and

ae mothers rather boast of the fact 
"that their children can sleep anywhere.

Pit the cherries and 
add them; let cook fifteen minutes, then 
drain Out the cherries. Add the syrup to 
the currant jelly and cook until quite thick 
then poor over the cherries and place in 
mall jars while hot. 

Black Currant Jelly. 

Pick each currant individually, and heat 
the lot in a jar set in boiling water, squeeze 
as before, and allow a pint of juice to a 
pound of Sugar, a little water may be added 
if thought proper, or a- little red currant 
juice. Boil tor halt an hour, carefully re- 
moving the skimmings. Another way:

them” and strangers would have 
to go into their houses. Phev 
say they would never be happy in their vaca 
tion if they were not sWre that each bureau 
and closet shelf was in apple-pie order. 
They fear so ggeaily what a neighbor or 
Stranger might say. 

This is really a very poor reason for 
putting “your house to rights when you 
leave for the summer, and of course It IS 
folly to wear vourself out in this way. 
Better stay at home all summer than to 
start out so exhausted that you cannot 
enjoy your outing. 

But it is always wise to have your house 
at least in such cowdition that when you 
come back you will not have to wear olf 
the good effects of your outing getting the 
house back into liveable condition. 

lf you are going to be gone any length 
of time it is wise to think of the possi 
bility of moths in your carpets. For this 
reason you should not roll up your rugs 
and put them away in a dark place, for 
moths always work best in the dark. Leave 
the rues stretched out on the floor and 
leave the shades and curtains raised enough 
to allow light to enter the rooms. Some 
people saturate their upholstered furniture 
and rugs with gasoline or kerosene before 
going away, knowing that this will keep 
out the moths. Bui this is very dangerous. 
In case any one did have to enter your 
house and lighted a match, the foolishness 
of this method of driving out moths would 
be seen at once. 

Never go away from home for even a few 
days without leaving a key with a neigh- 
bor friend. Many things might happen 
whicre it would be desirable to enter your 
house quickly, and if the key is to -be 
had easily, time and damage to doors and 
keys may be saved. Of course, you don’t 
expect your house to be burned, but if a 
little fire did start it would be a great aid 
to checking that flame if yvour house could 
ye entered quichly and the fire approached 
from within. 

It is a good plan to make out a list of 
the things that will need to be done the 
last day. Then no special planning need 
be done at the last minute. You need sim 
ply follow your list, checking off the items 
as you accomplish them. 

Your list might look like this: 

Empty and wash  efrigeratgr, empty re 
frigerator pan. 

See to piumbing traps and drains 

Giarbage pails. 

Set plants and ferns in the garden. 

kimpty vases of cut flowers. 

Sprinkle rues with camphor, 

Close and lock windows, etc., etc. 

The second item may need some expla. 
nation. While in every other part of your 
house everything should be left dry, it is 
important that traps and drains in your 
house should not dry. tf they do the 
drains may rust. For this reason it is a 
good plan to pour into each trap or drain 
additional water or to pour over the sur- 
face of the water a little oil that acts as 
a protection to keep the water beneath from 
absorbing. 

It is usually unnecessary to turn off the 
water in your house in the summer time, 
but it is a simple matter. You can easily 
learn how to turn this off for yourself 
and need not have a man sent to attend 
to it.

Fashion Is Kind This Season to the Girl Who Wants to Dress Both 
Economically and With DistinctYon, Because by a Combi- 
nation of the Two Essentials of the Summer Wardrobe 
She May Be Smartly Dressed Almost Anywhere. 


T is possible, by a little simple planning, to provide one’s self 
with a wardrobe this season which. will be suitable for almost 
any of the occasions at which a girl will want to be really 
smartly dressed. To be smartly attired this summer you do 
not need to spend a large sum of money. The fashions this 
year are such that if one follows an intelligent plan of dressing 

she can make two extremely desirable and very inexpensive costumes 
do the work of four. 

This is because. the two really necessary and up-to-the-minute 
essentials of every woman’s wardrobe this season are the pleated silk 
frock and the jacket of India cotton prints. Now you can devise two 

\s"Zpstumes, each composed of a pleated silk frock and a printed cotton 
jacket. Suppose you have the frock of the first one sleeveness, then 
the jacket to go with it may have sleeves. For the other costume let 
the frock be made with sleeves and the jacket without them. 

Suppose you want to have the comfortable feeling that comes 
from the knowledge that you are well-dressed when you are asked to 
spend a day in the country. You decide to wear your sleeveless 
frock. which, perhaps, you have made of gray material. That will 
be cool and thoroughly in the mode. By adding to this frock the 
jacket with sleeves you have quite a different effect. You have what 
amounts to an entirely different costume. 

These two costumes, as you will see by consulting the tables 
below, you have secured for approximately $40, which is no more 
than one is accustemed to pay for one even moderately correct frock.
